Concluding  speaker  for  Issues 
Week  1968,  Elder  A.  Theodore  Tut- 
tle of  the  First  Council  of  Seven- 
ty, related  today’s  problems  to 
those  in  the  scriptures,  saying, 
“Basically,  the  issues  are  the 
same.  They’re  human  problems, 
human  relationships.” 

Friday  Elder  Tuttle  discussed 
“What  is  true  religious  living  in 
our  modern  world?”  and  Dr.  Reed 


Bradford  of  the  Sociology  Depart- 
ment, emphasized  “The  Personal 
Commitment.” 

Quoting  Micah,  James  and  King 
Benjamin,  Elder  Tuttle  indicated 
that  “true  religous  living  is  serv- 
ice to  our  fellow  man.” 

TWICE  BLESSED 

“Service  saves,”  he  said,  “Serv- 
ice is  twice  blessed.  It  blesses 
him  who  serves  and  him  who 
receives.” 

“May  I suggest  that  you  get 


something  in  your  heart  that  you 
may  contribute  to  your  fellow 
man,  and  that  you  prepare  now,” 
he  said.  “Perform  some  Christian 
act  every  day.  Try  to  do  a good 
turn  daily.  The  Lord  said  it  is  the 
happy  way  to  live.” 

Dr.  Bradford  stressed  earlier 
that  it  is  necessary  to  be  a son 
or  daughter  of  Christ  by  becom- 
ing like  Him  in  many  different 
ways. 

THREE  LOVES 

“This  entails  three  types  of 
love,”  he  said:  “love  of  self, 
equal  concern  for  other  people, 
and  love  of  God.” 

Dr.  Bradford  explained  that  as 
students  and  teachers,  we  must 
make  a commitment  to  Christ. 
A student  should  examine  his  mo- 
tives. Getting  high  grades  “should 
not  be  the  main  motive,  although 
it  should  be  a significant  one  . . . 
the  main  motive  should  be 
growth.” 

The  rewards  of  the  personal 
commitment  are  “the  joy  of  be-

dicated  they  did  not  want  the 
painting. 

Due  to  the  poor  turnout  of  the 
election,  the  final  decision  went 
to  the  Freshman  Executive  Coun- 
cil, consisting  of  the  class  presi- 
dent, vice-president,  and  secre- 
tary. They  voted  2 to  1 against 
keeping  the  landscape.  According 
to  class  president  John  Caldwell, 
“The  lack  of  interest  in  the  pro-

Freedom  From  ^rademki 


. “Acrdem.ic  Freedom”  is  a term  that  gets 
kicl'ed  around  quite  a lot  these  clr.ys.  Jlost 
reronily  we  ha\'e  been  liearing  it  used  in 
ccuuc'  lion  With  discussions  of  the  Speaker 
Appioval  Committee’s  activities  but  a num- 
ber of  other  gi-oups  s’.'Cnd  a lot  of  time  con- 
sidering it. 

Ai'iong  these  other  groups  there  are 
. varying  concepts  of  what  the  term  should 
or  should  not  encompass.  The  Accreditation 
Committee  that  approves  universities  has 
some  rather  firm  ideas  on  the  subject  as 
does  the  AAUP  (American  Association  of 
University  Professors).  Administrations 
and  faculties  of  various  institutions  also 
have  fiian  ideas  that  frequently  differ  from 
those  of  the  Committee  and  the  AAUP. 

The  loosest,  least  clearly  defined  ideas 
of  what  “academic  freedom”  means  are  held 
by  a number  of  fairly  militant  and  out- 
spoken student  organizations.  Interestingly 
enough  many  of  the  actions  of  these  groups 
in  the  fight  for  academic  freedom  indicate 
that  they  do  not  fully  understand  the  con- 
cept. 

One  such  group,  the  United  States  Na- 
tional Student  Association,  holds  some  in- 
teresting and  unusual  view's  on  what  con- 
stitutes academic  freedom.  Information  cir- 
culated by  this  group  to  virtually  every 
campus  in  the  nation  indicates  that  this 
group  views  everything  from  administrative 


regulations  to  enforcement  of  Federal  nar- 
cotics laws  as  infringements  on  academic 
freedo;n. 

So  far  this  group  has  not  been  too  mili- 
tant in  their  demands.  Instead  they  are 
work:u'5..at  building  Support  for  their  ideas 
tiu’ough  printed  m:iterial  and  conferences 
aimed  at  liberalizing  drug  laws.  Little  or 
none  of  their  apijeal  is  aimed  at  improving 
and  broadening  existing  academic  opportun- 
ities. 

Another  group,  the  April  Committee, 
has  been  operating  much  closer  to  home.  At 
the  University  of  Utah  this  group  has  been 
objecting  to  government  agencies  on  cam- 
pus particularly  the  CIA. 

In  the  name  of  academic  freedom  this 
group  worked  actively  to  have  the  CIA 
kicked  off  campus.  By  so  doing  they  elmin- 
ated  the  opportunity  for  fellow  students  to 
choose  between  the  appeal  of  the  govern- 
ment agency  they  disagreed  with  and  their 
own  “liberal”  point  of  view'. 

We  feel  that  students  can  work  effect- 
ively for  academic  freedom  providing  they 
take  the  time  to  understand  the  principle 
and  its  correct  application.  However,  many 
student  groups  seem  to  be  more  interested 
in  freedom  from  academics  than  in  academ- 
ic freedom  and  are  unworthy  of  the  support 
and  encouragement  of  serious  students,  s.  g.

A deadly  ambush  sprung  by 
North  Vietnamese  regulars  Satur- 
day on-  a U.S.  Marine  convoy  just 


south  of  the  DMZ  was  seen  as  a 
tip-off  to  what  high-ranking  Ameri- 
can commanders  had  predicted— a 
major  increase  in  fighting  along 
the  border. 

The  U.S.  command  said  the 
North  Vietnamese  am  b u s h e r s. 
armed  with  anti-tank  rockets  and 
automatic  weapons,  killed  19  Mar- 
ines and  wounded  70  in  a force  of 
about  200.  Two  mines  ripped  into 
convoy  vehicles.
